It Results in a Bad Wreck and the Injury of

WASHINGTON, March 11,—The committee of 
the southern passenger agent’s convention. 
which adjourned here recently, has decided 
upon a general national drill rate for all trav- 
elers under the inter state eommerce law. It 
is understood they cannot make a discrimina- 
tion in favor of persons, so the committee has 
declined to give cheap soldiers’ rate to citizens, 
travelers also. Three quarters of a cent per 
mile is the rate fixed, fer parties of not less 
than twenty-five in one party, for a short line 
distance traveled, from all points to Washing- 
ton and return. This rate which, applies to 
citizens and soldiers, is the lowest ever given 
for similar purposes, about one-half that given 
the New Orleans exposition.

Cigars to be Given to Everybody,but Re-

New York, March 11.—{Special.J—A. s. 
Austin, the Vermont lawyer who made so 
much money by the sudden rise in the value 
of Jand at Birmingham, Ala, as to turn his 
bead, and who gained some notoriety through 
his ridiculous actions in public, while staying 
at the Heffman house a month ago, is in the 
cliy again. 

A statement was published today that he 
created consternation in the lebby of the Hoil- 
man house by marching through it with a 
Winchester repeating ride over his shoulder 
and threatening to shoot every reporter he 
saw. 

It was said further that he stepped to the 
cigar stand and bought two boxes of cigars, 
which he gave to passers-by inthe street. Mr. 
Austin was seen last night at Emil Paul's res- 
taurantin West Twenty-Sixth street, where 
he basa room. He talked naturally, but there 
was a wild look in his eyes which rather ten- 
ded to verify that his mind is unbalanced. 

“The story that I threatened to shoo} re- 
porters on sight,” he said, “is wholly without 
foundation. I was taking a Winchester rifle 
down tothe battery to be mended by a gun- 
smith. When I stepped into the Hoffaran 
house I laid the rifle on @ steam radiator and 
went over to the cigar stand to buy six cigars 
and no wore, for half a dollar.” 

Mr, Austin had in his room several hundred 
copies of a weekly paper onthe first page of 
which wasa picture of himself. These he was 
engaged in wailing to various people in all 
parts of thecouniry. On his table was a let- 
ter addressed to anex-governor of Massaehu- 
setts,twhom he charged with having falienated 
his wife’s affections. 

A package that was supposed to contain an 
infernal machine was received at District At- 
torney Martin’s house this morning. Finally 
it was opened and a bottle of brandy with 
Austin’s compliments was found in it. 


THRE RHEIN’S ACCIDENT. 


The Vessel Arrives Safcly at Baltimere— 
Passengers All Right. 


BALTIMORE, March 11.—The steamship 
Rhein, Captain Jahns, reached her wharf at 
ten o’clock today. The captain reports that 
he encountered a dense fog on Monday night 
and being unable to distinguish lights on the 
coast, slowed up his vessel and moved cau- 
tiously. At4:20 Suesday morning, she was 
going dead slow when she grounded amidship, 
though the lead had been constantly thrown 
since the preceding night.

THE PRESIDENT TRYING TOSELECT 
COMMISSIONERS. 


Under the Interitate Commerce-Law-Tbe Pennsyl- 
vania Pian to Defeat Mr. Bendall—Georgis 
Corgresrsmen Leaving Wsshingto3;— 
Lochrape 1% Gpeak at Asheville. 


Wasnutxnoror, March 11.—[Special.]—Judge 
Reagan eaid today that the president would 
not appoint the interstate commerce conmis- 
sioners before the middle of next week. 1 
hear on good authority that the president has, 
from the six hundred names presented to him, 
selected twenty-five from which number the 
five commissioners will be chosen. On this 
list of twenty-five appear the names of Con- 
gressmian Mills, of Texas; ex-Congressman 
Tucker, of Virginia, and Cox, of North Caroli- 
na; ex-Governor Smith, of Georgia, and Calo- 
nel W. L. Bragg, of Alabama. One of these 
men will be the southern representative on the 
commission. Mr. Poor, the well known rail- 
read statistician und editor of Poor’s Manual, 
is prominently mentioned for the secretary- 
ship. 

THE ATTEMPT TO DEFEAT MR. RANDALL. 

Mr. Randall's friends in Washington pay lit- 
tle attention to the scheme now being con- 
sidered by the Pennsylvania legislature to re- 
district the state so as to make Mr. Randall’s 
election impossible, and to give the republicans 
certain control of all six of the Philadelphia 
districts. A similar effort has been made be- 
fore without euecess. It is now revived by 
William Singlerly, editor of the Record, and 
one of the leading democrats of Philadelphia, 
aided by James McManns, a prominent local 
republican boss. Singerly has opposed Mr. 
Randall bitterly for years, and has formed a 
coalition with McManns to take his political 
scalp with a gerrymander. There are severa 
difficulties in their way, Should the republi- 
cans attempt to make six districts for them- 
selves in Philadelphia, they would make the 
tenure of two or three of them precarious, 
whereas they now have five dead sure. The 
plan is to put Mr. Randallin a district with a 
nominal republican majority of three thousand. 
But this arrangement might not secure his de- 
feat. His great personal popalarity in Pila- 
delpbia and hisfrecognizoa ability might over- 
come such edd 

Mr. Morrison, of [llinois, was sent to congress 
for five terms in succession from a district 
which had a republican majority of two thou- 
sand, and three thousand adverse majority will 
not be sufficient to keep Mr. Randall down. It 
is doubtfulif the proposed gerrymander will be 
accepted by the Pennsylvania legislature. 
When Mr. Randall was asked about this mat- 
ter he said: 

“T have not given it any consideration. I 
spall run in any district the legislature may 
make, and if the people do not desire me to 
represent them any longer they can vote for 
an exchange.”

VV HITNEY’S EXPLANATIONS. 


The Secretary Reports on Methods of Pro- 
curing Naval Designs. 

WASHINGTON, March 11.—Secretary Whit- 
ney today furnished a statement touching the 
method employed by the navy department to 
procure plans for naval vessels and machinery. 
Concerning the reported discharge of Dranghts- 
man Terry, at Chatham dock yard, England, he 
SAVE: 

There isnotruth in any statement which con- 
nects the navy department with anything clandes- 
tine in the way of obtaining plans abroad or the 
secrets of foreign governments. I1 is the business 
of every government to know what implements of 
war are possessed by others, together with their 
characteristics, and the information can be easily 
obtaftned, if the necessary trouble is taken, with- 
out the necessity of resorting to any questionable 
method, 

Relative tothe purchase by the department of 
designs made by Chief Constructor White, of the 
inglish admiralty, Secretary Whitney says that 
White was not chief constructor of the admiralty 
when he made and the department purchased 
designs, but was in the employment ef Sir William 
Armstrong & Co. 

The secretary quotes from Secretary Chan- 
dler’s annual report for 1884, where he speaks 
in terms of high commendation of the firm of 
Armstrong & Co. and ranks them as firstamong 
ship builders. He then proceeds as follows: 

After the construction of the Esmeralda, they 
bnilt the Naniwa Kan for the Japanese govern. 
ment, which was an improved Esmeralda, and on 
trial she was reported to have made nearly nine- 
tcen knots, the bighest speed then reached by any 
unarmored cruiser. I decided to purchase the 
working drawing of thisship and her machinery 
tor the purpose of placing thematthe disposal of 
cur naval architects to see by what method they 
attained so much greater a speed over there than 
we were able toreach here. While the matter was 
being negotiated. the Armstrongs, through their 
raval architect, White, made a still later design, 
which iscajled No. 27,which they offered in compe- 
tition to the Spanish government. froin which they 
guaranteed either 19 or 1%, knotss —I forget 
for the moment which, the vessel being somewhat 
larger than the Naniwa Kan. Thisde gu was not 
rejected by the Spanish government a'though in 
the competition it did not win. ,the Thompsons 
having agreed to guarantee “twenty nots 
speed upon a boat of larger dis- 
piacem ent, were given the con- 
tract, and are now building a boat for the Spanish 
government. The boat which the Thompsons 
proposed to the Spanish government was out of 
the question for us, because it was too ys 
in tonnage and too expensive to come within the 
limits fixed by the statues,and I should not have 
bought the plans ofthat boat even at the same 
price. They wére offered to us at the price of 250,- 
000, which offer I rejected and preferred the de- 
signs of Armstrong & White. 

I finally closed a contract fer the plans of two 
boats, the NaniwajKan and what is known as No. 
27, for $35,000 less than it would haye cost to 
make them with our own men, I think. 
It was for the purpose of laying before our people 
the very fatest improvements in the way of a fas 
cruiser, ofa concern supposed to beat the world 
simorg private shipbuilders of this class of boats. 
The machinery of the Naniwa Kan was the de- 
tign of the Hawthornes,and that of No. 27 the design 
of Humphrys & Seavant, recoganized as concerns 
ranking wiih the highest in England in the way of 
massive machinery. After these plans had been 
received here, I was frequently applied to by our 
ship beilders to let them have copies, 

It was the first time that detailed working draw- 
ings bad been bad of an entire ship, and it then 
occurred to me that it would be an excellent plan 
to reproduce the machinery of these two y n 
two of the five ships that we were about to build, 
and this course was ex y urged upon me by 
sbipbuilders who examined the plans. Letters 
have been written to me to at effeet by 
Roach’s expert, Mr. Faron, by Harlan and the 
Hollingsworth comneny Cramp & Sors and 

, the Union works of Sen Franeisco. This was the 
course final'y adopted by me, Many of the ar- 
rangements of the ships have been changed, con- 
for ming thenr to our s, but the machinery will 
be duplicated intwo of those that are now under 
contract The effect has been, in my judgment, 
to call the attention of our own peopte to the fact 
that we have not kept up te the proper standard in 
the way reodu powcr for

signs.” This advertisement was written in the 
form in which it had- always been put out, 
and which the. law indicated. It was published in 
England end France in order to bring it tothe at- 
tention of the persons referred to by the law as 
engineers end mechanicsof established reputation, 
and all reputabie manufacturers of vessels, steam 
engines, boilers and soon, and had nojreference 
whatever tO avy naval officers abroad, It would 
have been, of course, absurd te publish such a 
thing if that hed been the intention. The adver- 
tisement was a copy of the ane which had been 
inserted before, and which was in accordance 
with the statute. 


THE BRAKEMEN’S STRIKE. 


No Movement of Freight from Youngstown, 
Ohio. 

Youncstown, O., March 11—No movement 
has been made today by either the New York, 
Pennsylvania and Ohio and the Pennsylvania 
com panies to start freight trains in their yards. 
though it was reported that each company 
would have a large force on hand to take the 
places of the striking yardmen. The road 
brakemen on the Mahoning division, running 
threvgh freight trains from here to Cleveland, 
struck this morning and joined the 
yardmen, the last through freight leav- 
ing here at 1 o’clock. This closes the 
freight traffic between Youngstown and Cleve- 
land over the New York and Pennsylvania and 
Obio railroad. All heavy mogul engines be- 
lenging to the New York, Lake Erie and 
Western in tse on the Mahoning division and 
main line of New York, Pennsylvania and 
Ohio have been ordered home and are being 
sent ont as rapidly as possible, indicating that 
the Erie will probably surrender its lease of the 
New York, Pennsylvania and Ohio, as it is 
known thet President Adams and other 
ofiicials are now in New York havinga coa- 
ference with the Erie officials. 

CLEVELAND, 0., March 11.—The strike of 
switchmen, on the New York, Pennsylvania 
and Ohio railroad, is becoming .more serious 
than was expected. This morning the freight 
biakemen and conductors refusel to take out 
trains made up by green hands, and all road- 
men along the line are said to be on the eve of 
quitting work until the trouble with the 
switchmen is adjusted. For several days past 
an occasional freight train has been made up 
and sent out, but nothing of the kind can be 
done todsy, and the prospects are that the 
road will soon be blocked. 

PirTsEBURG, March 11.—The freight brake- 
men’s strike on the Baltimore and Ohio road, 
is virtually at an end and trains will be run- 
ning as usual by Monday or Tuesday next. 
Several trains were sent out and received to- 
day without any demonstration on the Seimei 
vor Baap rans vee although quite 
= wal a-sen returned to work. The 
craps mid off this afternoon and noti- 
ficd that their services were no longer reguir- 
ed. Officials of the road ciaim they have all 
the men needed to run trains. They will stand 
by the new hands.

Armour’s Syndicate Beught OfF by 


Cotton Seed Syndicate. 


CHIcaGo, March 11.—The statement is made 
here by Mr. Webster, one of the firm of Ar- 
mour & Co., that the firm has decided not to 
build cotton-seed oil mills at various points 
throughout the south, as heretofore announced. 
This is in direct contradiction of the statement 
made by the firm fourdays ago, but the fact 
that the mills are not to be built appears to be 
absolute. It is intimated that the firm has ar- 
ranged with a cotton-seed oil syndicate to fur. 
nish them with oil at a contract price, which 
result was accomplished owing to the threat to 
build opposition mills. 

WASHINGTON, March 11.—The statements in 
the Chicago dispatch quoting Mr. Webster, 
member of the Armour firm, were foreshadow- 
ed in the financial gossip of a New York paper 
yesterday, and in what purported to be an in- 
terview with a gentleman connected with the 
Cotton Oil Trust. The reasons for failure to 
carry out the scheme were the same as those 
given in the Chicago dispatch today. 


A Desperate Koy Murderer. 

Lovisa, Ky.,, March 11.—News has been re- 
ceived from a lonely farming community on 
Cats Fork, in Lawrence county, of a terrible 
tragedy. Samuel Sinith, aged sixteen, who had 
had some difficulty witha neighbor, Stephen 
Hammond, yesterday armed himself with a re- 
volver and went over to Hammond's, followin 
him into the house. Hammond then reach 
for his rifle, but Smith fired and killed him. 
Hammond’s wife and children, a boy and girl, 
attacked the murderer, but he soon fatally 
wounded Mrs. Hammond, and as the children 
attempted to escape he filled them both with 
balls. Thinking he had killed the entire fam- 
ily, he fled tothe mountains and has not yet 
been caught. Mrs. Hammond will die, and the 
children may not recover. It was hours after 
the shooting before neighbors came, attracted 
by the cries of the boy.

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FILING BY THE CASKET. 


THOUSANDS VIEW THE REMAINS 
OF MR. BEECHER. 


Piymouth Oburch Elaborately Decorated—The Sweet 
Perfume of Flowers Every where— Reading the 
Burial Bervice— The Interment et Green- 
wood Today to be Frivate. 


New Yorn, March 11,—[Special.]— All 
Breoklyn was in mourning teday over the 
death of Rev.~Henry Ward Beecher. Pablic 
offices were closed, busmmess was entirely sus- 
pended and memorial services were held in a 
large number of churehes in the vicinity of 
Plymouth church. Uptown streets were de- 
serted as early as 7 o'clock. Fulton avenue 
was thronged with people, hurrying in the di- 
rection of Piymouth church. Lines of police 
were stationed at the ends of the block on 
which the church is situated, and noone was 
allowed to pass through the grounds unless he 
had a ticket. 

Before 8 o’cloek the line in Orange street was 
two blocks long, three abreast. The side 
streets were packed with people, who hung 
around, hoping that they might be able to get 
in without a ticket. Members of Plymouth, 
Company G, of the Thirteenth regiment, of 
which Mr. Beecher was chaplain, were sta- 
tioned at the doors of the church and in the 
lecture room. The whole interior was 
turned into a perfect flower garden, and the 
fragrant perfume of roses pervaded the air. 
The walls, galleries and organ were covered 
with evergreens and calia lilies. The reading 
desk was covered with French roses and vines, 
as was also the chair in which Mr. Beecher sat 
for so many years—a floral emblem in the 
shape of a triangle, on top of which 
were perched two white doves, with 
white ribbons in their bills. The 
facade of the gallery was covered with potted 
piants. The pulpit was loaded down with 
flowers and florsi emblems, sent by friends and 
cifferent organizations. 

The casket was placed on a catafalque of 
white roses, white carnations and smila 
directly in front of the reading desk. 
ladies devoted their time before the doors were 
opened with covering the casket with lilies of 
the valley, eucharist roses, smilax and maiden- 
hair ferns, tube roses and French moss. When 
they finished not a vestige of the black cloth 
covering of the casket could be seen. There was 
nthivg to indicate the presence of death, ex- 
cept the stillness which pervaded the room and 
the hushed conversation ofthe workers. The 
church had more the appearance of a wed- 
dingthana funeral. A photographer took a 
picture of the floral decorations and casket. 

It was nearly ten o’clock before the doors 
were thrown open to those who had been wait- 
ing impatiently for nearly three hours. The 
people entered by the Orange street entrance. 
The first four seats onthe right of the center 
isle were reserved for relatives of the deceased. 
Mr. Beecher’s family were not present, and the 
family pew was filled with flowers. Mrs. 
Beecher was in the church for a few minutes 
before the doors were opened and left with her 
sons before the crowd entered. 

On the left side of the center aisle were 
members of the clerical] nuieu, of which Mr. 
Beecher was a rember for a number of years. 
Rebind these were seated officers of the 13th 
regiment, and then came members of §the 
legislative committee who-wore badges of white 
silt. Dehind these were seated delegations 
Jrcm nearly every social, political, or religious 
organization in New York and Brooklyn. 
There was a large delegation of colored minis- 
ters present.

The organ was presided over by Henry Eyre 
Brown and General Horatio C. King.

During its delivery there was not a dry 
eyointhe house and several times he was 
compelled to stop for a short. time to gain con- 
trol of his voice. Dr, Hall pronounced the 
benediction and the vast audience slowly filed 
out ofthe church. It wasa notable gathering 
and cre lopg to be remembered by those pres- 
ent. : 

THE PEOPLE IN LINE, 


Theo churches in which services were 
held we *= wded to the utmest extent of 
their ase . Nota vaeant seat, not an un- 
occupied feot of standing reom was there in 
Plymouth church. The surrounding streets in 
all directions were crowded with people wait- 
ing patiently for their tarn to gaze upon the 
face of the dead preacher. It isestimated that 
fully 25,000 people attended the services in the 
various churches,and that fully twice that 
number were gathered in the streets in the 
neighborhoed of Plymouth church. 

After the conclusion of the services at Ply- 
mouth church, the public was admitted to view 
the body asit laidin state. The people were 
formed in line along Orange and down Henry 
streets, with policemen every few yards to 
keep late comers from breaking in. In ashort 
time the line extended for two blocks, and two 
hours after the doors were thrown open the 
line was nearly a quarter of a mile long, or 
three times the length of that of the previous 
day. The people filed in church two abreast, 
divided file at the coffin and passed on and out 
through the meeting room in the rear of the 
church. 

Company G had men stationed the 
aisles and they kept the people in close order 
and made them move almost in double quick 
time. It was estimated that the people passed 
= coffin at the rate of two hundred per 
minute. 


During the afternoon the dead pastor's 
brother, Edwatd Beecher, and his daughter, 
passed in the church and remained some time 
near the casket. Bey. S. B. Willis, who was 
chaplain of the 127th regiment of New York, 
during the war, called at the church and was 
admitted at the ride entrance. He was post- 
chaplin at Fort Sumter when the union flag 
was reinstated and when the late preacher 
delivered his famous oration. Mr. Willis is 
some years older than Mr. Beecher was and he 
came a long distance to pay the last tribute to 
his departed aeseciate of the stormy scenes of 
the late war.

CoLcuMBts, O., March 11.—Lucy B, Parsons, 
the lecturing anarchist, was refused a hall by 
a local military company, where she proposed 
to speak. She called on the mayor to protest 
against such action, and became so abusive aad 
demonstative that she was locked up. 

When Mrs. Parsons called on the manage- 
ment of the armory, where the speech was to 
have been delivered, and found that she could 
not secure the place for that purpose, and also 
that the mayor had been asked to prevent the 
meeting being held, she proceeded to the city 
prison, and was considerably at the 
time. She told the mayor that she wanted 

rotection at the armory, 4nd tnat she wanted 

is assistance in securing the hall, as it had 
been paid for. She was informed that police 
would be sent to the armory, and that no meet- 
ing of the character would be held, and she pre- 
ceeded to upbraid him in the name of freedom, 
saying that he was a scoundrel and 
unfit for the position he occw- 
pied, else he would extend the protection asked 
for; that there wouid in time be a revolu- 
tion and a deal, by which the working people 
would secure their rights. She finally inform- 
ed the mayor that he wasof little consequence, 
and that the meeting would be held regardless 
of him or his police protection. In the height 
of her excitement the mayor ordered her to be 
taken to a cell, and has refased to let any of 
the local sympathizers see her tonight, al- 
though a number of them have called. Quite 
a crowd gathered at the armory to attend the 
meeting, pot knowing that Mrs. Parsons had 
been arrested, but none of them were allowed 
to come in, being informed that the meoting 
would not take place. They held a sort of in- 
dignation meeting about the hall, bat soom 
dispersed.

Yatrall Square Being Beautified—Bigh Street Perk, 
Tewer Park end Hose @ark-The Fire Boy's 
Tribute-4 Stroll Through the City— 

A Peace Warrant-Other News. 


Macon, Ga, March i1.--[Special.]—Your 
eorrespondent, worried with the listless monot- 
eny of Mulberry street, set out for a stroll 
throngh the beautiful residence portion of the 
eity, among the western hills. 

The first place visited was Tatnall square. 
This fair domain was a bequest to the city of 
Macon, made years ago, and was intended to 
be used as a park and pleasure resort. 
When first donated it was away off 
from the city, and few were the dwellers in 
that locality. Scanty scrub oaks and stanted 
pines were scattered about the fine elevated 
plateau. Old Mercerand its ample grounds 
flanked it on the southern side. 

The first attempt at utilizing it was made 
years ago when Mayor Gustin, who was a prac- 
tical le ndecape garcener, attempted to lay off 
wslks, squares and circles in the park. Public 
spirited, but misguided citizens spent two 
thousand five hundred dollars in puttinga 
fence around it. There are only a few broken 
panels left nesr university place now, to show 
for it. A brosd walk was begun at the college 
front and carried direct'y across the park} 
north and south. A very little of the old em- 
bank ment remains. 

Dr. A. J. Battle and other prominent citizens 
have at last decided toimprove it. They are 
going to bave the city surveyor go over the 
ground, and from a central point they will 
eousti uct two circular walks and then eight 
lateral ones, extending to all the points and 
angles of the square. 

Trees are being planted and the ancient oaks 
new standing are being pruned and trimmed 
up, and sod will beset in the rough places, 
If the city will only help them out the good 
people of that part of the city, which is rapidly 
being built up, will soon have a park there 
that will be a thing of beauty. 

Down on High street the citizens have taken 
up a little plat of no-man’s-land, and are mak- 
ing a pretty little park out of it. The cost is 
small, and the gain is immeasurably great. 

Near the wate: works tower residents are 
beautifying Tower park, a little three-cornere’, 
odd-shaped piece of land, and their efforts are 
already apparent in the changed appearance of 
things. 

Rose park was begun last year, and furnished 
enjoyment to a great many people during tne 
sultry days when the summer was waning. It 
will be further developed as fast asthe means 
ean be obtained. 

Two other parks are contemplated, one in 
frent of Wesleyan, by which the romantic 
spring dell will be utilized, and another on 
Malburry street, between Second and Third 
The latter will be 2 memorial of the brave fire 
boys, who for thirty years have served the 
sity of Macon. 

It is said that they will make this little park 
one of the prettiest in thecity. It will have 
fountains, grass plats, shrubbery and flowers, 
and will be a favorite resting place for the bus- 
inees men of this vicinity, when the shadows 
lengthen and the cares and the toils of the day 
are over. 

There is no donbt that Macon poople feel a 
greatey interestin parks than they have ever 
felt bAicre, and the result can but be good for 
the city. 


BACK TO THE OLD HOME. 


Hon. W. A. Huff at the Funeral of His Old 
Friend, 

Macon, Ga., March 11,--[Special.]--Today 
Morgan Clarke,who died yesterday, was car- 
ried to his old home at Liberty church, Rat- 
land. for burial. Hon. W. A. Huff went down 
to the fnneral, and on his return he was inter- 
viewed by your correspondent. 

Mr. Huif was born and bred among the gray 
levels of Echeeconnee, and it is a revelation 
to hear him talk about his early life there. 

“Is it true that you hauled lightwood knots 
to Macon to sell?” 

“Yes, it is true. 


Not that my father was 
wpable to live withont i, but It Was 
at paying business, and I guess 
I have hauled five hundred loads of wood and 
five hundred loads of lumber from there to 
hiacon in the old days. My father was a gooi 
liver, as the saying goes, lived in a good house, 
owned a number of slaves, and farmed on the 
eld hog and hominy plan. But it remained for 
John, wy youngest brother, to fully develop 
the old place.” 

“Tell me about it,” pleaded the scribe, hungry 
for an item that was not routine. 

“Well, my father, as I said, was a square up 
and down farmer, and he made from eighteen 
to twenty-two bales of cotton on the place. 
ss. gee ae eh Uhl 
the packing of it. At father's death, 
Jobn Huff was nineteen years old. He stayed 
with mother, all the rest having got scattered 
about, and made a very good crop the first 
year. The next he came to me and proposed 
to buy the place. He offered six thousand 
dollars fer it,and I gave him tive years to pay 
itin. That was in 1873. In three years he 
=e me every dollar for it, and the third year 

e made a hundred and twenty-five bales of cot- 
ton on it. Poor fellow, he worked himself to 
death in four years, but he did tear up the 
earth there while he was at it, and dying he 
left his wife in fine circumstances. 
He hauled three leads of wool 
to Macon in one day 
whereas lured tothink it good work to get 
in one. They talk about him out there till yet, 
and I heard an old neighbor lamenting his 
death today.” 

“How about fruit and melons out there?’ 

‘That is a very important question just now. 
I saw a farm of fifty acres already planted in 
melons today. Another farm of one hundred 
and fifty acres is being planted near Wolden. 
Many smaller farms are devoted to fruit and 
melon growing. It isa strange fact that Jim 
Finley, of Augusta, began developing that ia- 
dustry on a farm adjoining my father's, years 
“go. 

“He was the pioneer in that line in this part 
of the country. He and my father were an 
tagonists, and representative men of the hog 
and hominy and the diversified methods ia 
farming. Finley got rich off his peaches and 
melons, and gave his name to one of the finest 
varieties of watermelons ever produced in 
Georgia. His children are still making money 
im the same line.” 

“Are the farmers making any show yet?” 

“Yes, they are beginning to jostle things 
around. There is only one feature that looks 
odd to me. That is the absence of fencas. 

bat’ few old fences are left are torn and 
gstatterced and broken, and it gives 
the country a haggard look, and 
the absence of hogs and _ cattle 
running at large, adds to the dilapidated look. 
It is oniy in appearance, however, for there are 
no better farmers in this section than the farm- 
ers of Rutland district.” 

“I guess you’ll be going fishing down there 
before long,” 

“I was thinking about that today. When I 
saw the dogwoods blooming around my old 
home I thought that the fishing season was 
begun, and I longed to get out and ramble 
among the woods and fish fn the creek as in 
the ,ood old days of yore. It was a pleasure 
to me to revisit the svenes of my youth aud 
shake hands with my oid neighbors again.”

About 9 o’clock, Youngblood came up and _be- 
gan cursing Rebinson, and with his hand in his 
pistol pocket applied to Robinson a foul epithet 
and threatened his life. Robinson saw that he 
was in a dangerous position and drawing his 
pistol shot Youngblood in his breast, near his 
heart and blew his brains out, killing him in- 
stantly. Robinson isa qaiet, peaceahle man 
while Youngblood has a reputation of an over- 
bearing bully. The coroner’s jury justified 
Robinson in protecting himself.

When the coroner reached the 
scene he found Youngblood with his hands in 
his pocket on his pistol.

BISMARCK’s septennate bill passed the 
reichstag yesterday by an overwhelming ma- 
jority.

THE convention of southern passenger 
agents at the meeting in Waskiuguwn agreed 
to make rates for the military encampment 
at the capital in May, at three quarters of a 
cent per mile for parties of twenty-five or 
more, citizens or soldiers.

have their business depending on the whim:

mills of their own. 

The New York Sun is inclined to protest 
against the intimation conveyed in these 
statements, and objects to lard into which 
cotton seed oil enters, alluding to if as 
‘“nasty.”’ The Sun, usually correct, is 
wrong in this. There is nothing purer or 
more nutritious than cotton-seed oil, and the 
knowledye that it enters largely into lard 
production isa fact calculated to soothe the 
lacerated uneasiness of the sunny south. 

The south is very greedy about hog’s fat. 
We consume a great deal of the stuff in one 
shape and another. The frying-pan is a big 
thing in its way, and we were under the 
impression until lately that we were getting 
the fat of diseased hogs, and getting it, as 
the boys say, in the goozle. It is a great 
relief to know that the basis of our import- 
ed hog’s fat is pure cotton seed oil. ur 
fried bacon tastes better, and our biscuits 
are lighter and more palatable. 

It will be remembered that cotton-seed oil 
was at one time offered tovour people as a 
substitute for hog’s fat, but our cooks jand 
our epicures rebelled against it. The result 
is that the great lard producers of the north- 
west have seized on the harmless oil, and by 
a slight chemical change convert it into pure 
leaf lard fresh from hogs fed on red corn. 

The solid south stands on the very verge 
and precipice of progress. 

Where Titles Are Cheap. 


The New York Telegram protests against 
the newspaper custom of calling the mayor 
‘his honor.’? Our contemporary says: 

There is no legal authority to give him this title, 
any more than thereistostyle him “His Grace” 
or ‘‘His Holiness.’’ Official titles are not author- 
ized anywhere in the United States, by law, we be- 
lieve, save in the state of Massachusetts, where 
the constitution (which was adopted before the 
close of the revolutionary war) entitles the lieu- 
tenant-governor “His Honor’ and the governor 
‘His Excellency.’’ Mayor Hewitt should suggest 
to the clerk of the aldermen that in drawing offi- 
cial papers forthe board any description of him 
save by the simple name of his office should be 
omitted. 

It is useless to talk about legal authority. 
The people of this great republic are doing 
business on a large scale, and they require 
no letters patent or anything of the sort 
when it comes to conferring titles. They 
will create honorables, excellencies, colonels, 
generals and esquires whenever it suits 
them, and without regarding the fitness of 
things. 

Fortunately the titles for which Ameri- 
cans have a weakness hurt nobody. They 
do not make their possessors a privileged 
class. They are altogether up in the air. 

Perhaps the common use of these titles 
has had the effect of dignifying the plain 
‘“‘Mr.’’? Atany rate, itis certain that our 
people, when they speak of a really great 
mas, frequently drop a title to which he has 
a just claim, and address him as ‘‘Mr.”’ It 
is a queer evolution, but it pans ont all 
right.

A word as to quantity. Some of our 
greatest men have been omnivorous readers; 
others confined themselves to a very few of 
the best books, Intellectual wants vary so 
widely that no positive rule can be laid down 
in the shape of advice.

Inventing a Language. 
From the Youth’s Companion, 

People who are acquainted with the charm- 
ing children who enliven Jean Ingelow’s novels 
will remember that two of the little people exer- 
cised their wits in the inyention of a language, and 
that tothe great embarrassment of their tutor. 
Such incidents are not confined to fiction; one well 
authenticated case of the formation of a new lan- 
guage happened in Boston, some twenty years ago. 

Twin boys belonging to a family there exhibited 
an intense affection for each other, and were al- 
ways together. At the usual age they began to 
talk, but, strange tosay, not in their mother tongue. 

They had a language of theirown, and no pains 
could induce them to.speak anything else. They 
persistently refused to utter a syllable of English. 
Their mother relates that although she could not 
understand their language, she contrived, by at- 
tention, to discover what they wished or meant. 
Evenin that early stage, the language was com- 
plete and full; that is tosay, it was all the chil- 
are uccded, 

They were at no loss to express themselves in 
their games, and chattered together all day long, 
At length they were sent to a school, where they 
gradually learned English, as children learn for- 
eign language, and the memory of their own speech 
faded from their minds, 

An account of asimilar phenomenon, with spe- 
cimens of the language, has been given by Dr. E. 
R. Hun, of Albany. In this case, the speech was 
invented by a little girl four and a half years old, 
with the help of her brother, eighteen months 
younger than herself. 

About twenty of the words are specified, most of 
which are used in similar acceptions, as mea, 
meaning both cat and furs; miggo-migno, water, 
wash, bath; bau, soldier, music; and so on. 

Dr. Hun adds, ‘‘The little girl uses her language 
readily and freely, and when she is with her 
brother, they converse with great fluency and rap- 
idity.”’ 

Furthey inquiries have shown that such cases of 
child-languago are by no means uncommon.

In each case we thought the other man would 
make the better officer. I mention this to snow 
you that in our family, at least, the women use 
their right of suffrage about as they please. More- 
over, the conferrring of this power upon women 
has a good moral effect, especially upon those 
whose husbands are politicians. You may believe 
that where every woman is permitted to vote the 
-wives of politiciansare very chary abont unduly 
criticising the other women. To do so means 
the creation of enemies for your husbands, who 
can work him agreat injury if they choose. Itisa 
powerful check upon the tongue; I assure you.”

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What it Costs to Smoke. 
From the American Grocer. 

Last year the losses by reported fires in the 
United States reached a total of $120,000.000, or an 
average monthly lost of $10,000,000. This is regard- 
ed asan enormous waste and is largely due to in- 
cendiarism and carelessness. How to reduce the 
amount so lost is a matter of constant study. Leg- 
islatures, local governments, insurance companies 
make regulations and exercise the greatest care to 
prevent fires. And yetthe loss they occasion is 
*€0,000,600 per annum less than the amount paid 
by consumers for cigars, and $86,500,000 less than 
the total cost of tobacco consumed in smoke! 

Last year tax was paid upon 3,510,898,488 cigars. 
The average smoker is content with acigar worth 
$30 per thousand, orone that retailsat5 cents. On 
that basis there annually goes up in smoke $180,- 
000,000, or $15,000,000 every month, or half a million 
dollarsevyery day. In addition, boys waste on ciga- 
rettes $6,500,000, and those who prefer a pipe a 
further sum of $20,000,000, 

How many smoke? If we deduct from the total 
population as non-smokers all children under fif- 
teen, constituting 40 per cent of the total popu- 
lation of 60,000,000, it leayes 36,000,000, of whom 
one-half are females, deducting these gives a male 
population, above the age of fifteen, of 18,000,000, 
If six out of every ten males above the age of fif- 
teen smoke. it means that 10,800,000 persons con- 
sume 3,510,895,488 cigars, or an average per smoker 
of 325 cigars per annum. Thisis less than one cigar 
per day. The average smoker, however, is not apt 
to be content with a daily allowance of one cigar, 
demanding at least two. If the latter basis is the 
nearer correct, the srmy of cigar smokers would 
be 4,809,449, being 8 per cent of the total popula- 
tion above the age of fifteen. 

Whatever the number of smokers, it is a moder- 
ate estimate to place the cost ef smoking to the 
people of the United States at $206,500,000. If the 
cost of chewing tobacco is added the total expen- 
diture for tobacco reaehes $256,500,000; that isa 
sum that represents a per capita tax of $3.44 per 
annum. If the numberof smokers is 4,809,449, the 
average expense of smoking is $42.09 each per at- 
num; if the number is 7,000,000, the cost is $2s 64 
per individual; if 10,500,000, it falls to $19.12, a sum 
sufficient to afford one 5 cent cigar daily and leave 
a balance of 87 cents for extras.

BERLIN. March 11.—The septennate bill 
was read a third timein the reichstag today and 
was passed without debate by a vote of 227 to 
31. Eighty-four members abstained from voting. 
The announcement of the passage of the bill 
was received with applause, All the conser- 
tives and national liberals and a few centrists 
voted with the majority. The minority was 
composed of new German liberals, socialisis 
and walsatians. 
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THE NAVY YARD SCANDAL. 


The Matter Brought up in the House fof 
Commons, 


Lonpon, March 11.—Lord George{Hamilton, 
first lord of the admiralty, stated in the house 
of commons this afternoon that no chsrge or 
allegation had been made by any admiralty 
official against the American legation in Lon- 
don or against any American newspaper, in 
connection with the recent scandal concerning 
the sale to foreigners of -onfidential informa- 
tion by an employe at the Chatham navy 
yard, Replying tothe question whether off- 
vials were bound by oath egainst-a breach of 
trust, Lord George Hamilton said: That the 
jaw did not cover such an offense, but that the 
government contemplated an amendment in 
that respect. At present, he said, the em- 
ployes were not bound by oath and a dismissal 
simply involved a loss of pension. He de- 
clined to state which foreign power had re- 
ceived information sold by Terry. He declared 
that the vress statements with reference to the 
affair were unwarranted. 

The Telegraph asserts that the admiralty 
has trustworthy information that the Russian 
government received and has now drawings 
and pepers connected with British naval de- 
signs which were sold by Draughtsman 
Terry, who has just been discharged from 
employment in the navy yard at Chatham. 

General Buller declares that the version of 
his evidence before the land commission, pub- 
lished yesterday. was untrue, he denies that 
be made any statement about coercion. Tae 
subject, he says, was not even indirectly allud- 
ed to while he was before the commission. A 
scrutiny of the ofticial report issued today 
shows that the mistake arose from the blend- 
ing of a passage in Commissioner Knipe’s re- 
port, condemning further coercive legislation 
with a part of General Buller’s evidence. The 


conservatives assert that the Purnellites pur- 
posely diffused the error throughout the coun- 
try to confase public opinion upon Buller’s 
genuine evidence. 

The Pall Mall Gazette denies that yesterday’ 

statement was a garbled version: 
*The discrepancy was a mere misprint. 
authentic that General Buller said that in certain 
localities, in Kerry, Clare and Cork an organized 
stand was being made against the payment of 
existing rents, but that rents were generally fairly 
well paid.

The 
government was prepared to carry out the plan for 
a continuous sitting ofthe house of commons until 
the first rule of proceedure should be settled. The 
speaker, being privately informed of this fact. de- 
clared that he was unableto assist in the stoppage 
of the debate and the government was accordingly 
cbliged to abandon its plan. 

Serious differences on the Irish uestion 
have arisen among the conservatives, Pressure 
has been put upon the government not to in- 
troduce the new land bill, but to legislate in the 
direction of land purchase only.

The Earth Shakes Again. 


LoNDON, March 11.—A slight shock of earth- 
quake was felt at Cannes at 5 o’clock this after- 
noon. More violent shocks were experienced 
at Ventiglea and Diano Marino. A fresh shock 
of earthquake was felt at Nice at 12:50 o'clock 
this afternoon, and created a panic among the 
people. The vibration traveled from northeast 
to southwest. 

At Mentone yesterday’s shock was the most 
viclent since that of the 23d of February. The 
walls.of many houses were again cracked and 
mirrors, glassware, etc., were smashed. Visit- 
ors are again hurrying away from Mentone and 
residents are camping out in the open air. 

At Monte Carlo the shock caused a panic in 
the gambling rooms. The tables shook vio- 
lently and the players fled in dismay. 

Paris, March 11.—Le Temps publishes re- 
ports of an earthquake at Douai, in the depart- 
ment of Nord, and states that the walls of a 
church were cracked by the shock. 

Romer, March 11.—An earthquake shock was 
felt today at Porto Mourizio. No damage done, 
but the villagers became greatly alarmed. 


Abolishing the PrefeCctures. 


PARIS, March 11.~—-The committee of the 
chamber of deputies having the matter in 
charge, has unanimously condemned the gov- 
erpment’s bill to abolish sixty-four of the 360 
sub-prefectures in the country. Four members 
of the moderate party opposed the abolition of 
aby of the sub-prefectures, while seven radicals 
voted for their entire abolition. 


The Italian Chambers, 


RoME, March 11.—In the chamber of deputies 
today Signor Crispi’s motion censuring the 
government was rejected by a vote of 214 
against 194. The opposition considers that the 
smallness of the majority amounts to a vote of 
censure. It is reported that the cabinet deems 
the majority obtained sufficient to enable the 
ministry to remain in oflice. 


Executions in Bulgaria. 


BUCHAREST, March 11.—Advices from Rust- 
echuk say that fourteen non-commissioned 
officers who participated in the recent revolt 
were shot this morning near Rasgrad, and 
that all privates concerned in the revolt have 
been pardoned.

The family consisted of three 
brothers, Samue), Robert and John, and Sam- 
uel’s wife. Samuel’s wife and Robert had not 
been ceen for over two months, and Samuel’s 
savage manner repelled everybody who made 
inquiry. At the instance of rela- 
tives a search warrant was issued, 
and in the hovel occupied by the family 
was found yesterday the bodies of the two 
missing people, partly decomposed. The con- 
dition of the bodies indicates that they died 
from starvation. Samuel and John say that 
they died from natural causes and the supposi- 
tion is that after they fell ill they were nez- 
lected and thus starved.

HENNESSY’S DISGRACE. 


The Texas Senate Sergeant-at-Arms Ex- 
pelled. 

AvstTIN, Texas, March 11.—The Senate Ser- 
geantat-Aims Hennegsy has been unani- 
mously expeiled for having raised the amount 
ofa warrant frcm $100 to $150. Hennessy ten- 
dered bis resignation, the acceptance of which 
was rejected by the senate, after an exciting 
discussion. Senator Douglass stated during the 
debate that it had been discovered on investi- 
gation that each senator had been charged 
from 322 to $25 for postage stamps, whereas $7 
would cevyer such expenses in his ( Douglass’s) 
case.

It is 
said that criminal proceedings will be pushed 
vigorously.

captured. One scout was wounded. The news 
wae brought here by a stage driver who,says the 
Indians were nine in nuntber and made for 
Qonto county. The scouts are in pursuit. 
These Indians are without doubt San Carlos 
Apaches and will probably be killed or driven 
back to their reservation by the military. 


SEIZING THE BOOKS. 


The Siate’s Attorney in Chicago Surprise the 
Corrupt County Officials. 


CHICAGO, March 11.—An important move 
wa3zmade in the prosecution of the jboodle 
county officials.

to Promised Land as soon as it rises, in order to se- 
cure the blubberand bone. When the whale. was 
first struck by Captain Jonathan Edwards it lashed 
the sea and with a blow of its tail broke in two the 
boat commanded by Captain Charles Edwards. 
All the crew were rescued at once except Cap- 
tain Charles Edwards. The boats could not ap- 
proach him owing to the frantic fury of the mon- 
ster.

“A few days ago the patrolman started to go 
through the tunnel in rear of a trieight train. 
He carried a Jantern with him. As he neared 
the center of the hole he heard an ominous 
sound, which grew in volume as he continued 
his lonesome march, Soon the great hole 
rang with a mighty roar. The terror stricken 
patrolman heard the clatter of feet on the 
rock floor.

Features of the Speculative Movement in

CHICAGO, March 11—The wheat market was un- 
settled and nervous today and generally weaker, 
but the closing prices for the day were a shade 
higher than thoseof yesterday.

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A BIG CONSOLIDATION. 


fhe Southern Pool Association and the Southern 
Railway and Steamship Association Uaits— 
The Headquarters to bein Atleata—Colo- 
nel] Ogden to Arrive Shortly. 


The railway authorities in Atlanta confirm 
the rumor published in yesterday’s ConsriTv- 
TION regarding the consolidation of the South- 
ern Freight pool and the Southern Railway 
and Steamship associations. 

None of the railway officers: in this city, 
however, are in possession of any definite in 
formation touclting the details of the consoli- 
dation. All they know, positively, is that the 
agree® Rit for the consolidation has been en- 
tered into by all the lines composing the two 
associations, and that Colonel James R. Ogden 
hes been elected commissioner of the consoli- 
dated organizations. 

The headquarters will be in Atlanta, and 
Colonel Ogden will arrive here in a few weeks, 
It bas been determined to retain in office all 
the men who now have charge of the sep:irate 
organizations. These officials are to be kept in 
their present positions until next July, when 
the convention of the members of the consovli- 
dated associations will be held in Atlanta. 

The terms of the agreement are reported to 
be that the contract entered iato by the two as- 
sociations shall go into effect the first day of 
next April, and shall terminate on the 3lst day 
of next July. The name of the consolidated 
associations shall be “the Southern Railway and 
Steamship association.” 

The concern embraces many of the most im- 
portant railway lines in the United States. It 
includes ali the rail ways east of the Mississippi 
and south of the Potomac and Ohio rivers, and 
the steamship lines connecting them with Bos- 
ton, Providence, New York, Philadelphia and 
Baltimore. 

One of the sections of the agreement pro- 
vides that: 

The Virginia, Tenriessee and Georgia Aie-Line, 
Richmona and Danville railroad line, Great Suuth- 
erp freight line via Savannah, Great Southern 
freight line via Charleston, Louisville and Nash. 
ville railroad, Cincinnati, New Orleans and Texas 
Pacific railway, Western and Atlantic railroad, 
Atiantic Coast Line, Nashville, Chattanooga and 
St. Louis railway, and the Coastwise Stearpship 
association shall each designate a representa- 
tive, who shal) be authorized to represent them in 
all matters of business with the association or its 
members, and that the representatives of the sev- 
eral companies, members of the association, shall 
meet in convention the second Wednesday’ ~ ~ »xt 
July, in the city of Atlanta. 

One of the sections of the agreement sa, >. 

The commissioner shall be the chief executive 
officer of the, association, and as the representative 
ot its imembers, both severally and jointly, shall act 
for them in all matters which come within the jur- 
isdiction of the association, in conformity with the 
requirements of this contract and the instructions 
of the several committees herein provided for, bu 
exercising his discretion in all causes which are not 

rovided for either by this general agreement or 

¥ the committees acting under its authority and 

sanction. The commissioner shall also take charge 
of reports and claims, and appoint such cl rks and 
claim agents as may be necessary, and charge up 
the expense to the road’s interested in the busi- 
ness on an equitable basis, managing the busi- 
ness for the benefit and at the cost. of the com- 
panies interested. He shall also have authority 
to reduce the rates when necessary to meet the 
competition of linef or roads not parties to this 
agreement, but he shall at the same time make cor- 
responding reductions from other points from 
which relative rates are made. He shall have such 
authority over the general freight ageuts and their 
subordinates and over the accounting departments 
of the parties hereto as may be necessary to enforce 
the terms of this contract relative tothe mainten- 
ance of rates, and torequire information relating 
to the traflic to be furnished to him in sich form or 
manner as he may deem necessary. . He shall have 
access, either in person or by deputy, to the books, 
papers, correspondence, etc., of any of the officers, 
agents or employes of the party hereto that relate 
to the competitive freight traflic.”’ 

Another of the sections of the contract says: 

‘“‘All measures necessary to carry out the pur- 
pose of this agreement shall be taken jointly by 
the parties here to, or jointly by such of the _par- 
ties as may be directly interested; and should any 
quertion arise upon which they caunot agree in 
relation to the terms of this contract, or to any 
matter arising hereunder, it shall be decided by 
arbitretion, as hereinatter provided, it being one 
o! the fundamental principles of this contract that 
no party sha)l take separate action in any matter 
affecting the interest of one or more ofthe other 
parties contrary to the spirit and intent of this 
contract, and that all differences relating tothe 
establishment, adjustment, and maintenance of 
rates upon the traftic covered by this contract shail 
be adjusted by arbitration.”’ 

Beyond what is stated above nothing is 
known about the consolidation of the two asso- 
ciations, 


THE FEDERAL COURTS. 


A Number of Acquittals, but No Convic- 
tions Secured Yesterday. 


The time of the United States district court 
is still occupied with cases based upon charges 
of violations of the internal revenue laws.

have thesaid Blackwell before the United 
States district court in this city yesterday. The 
sheriff refased to deliver the prisoner to the 
deputy marshal who served the writ upon him, 
and this fact being represented to the court an 
attachment was issued for him for contempt of 
court. ' 

Deputy Marshall Campbell served the attach- 
ment and arrested Sheriff Johnston as he en- 
tered the city with Blackwell at 11:15 yesterday 
morning, but when he appeared before the 
court and gave his reasons it was apparent 
that he was right in acting as he had done, 
and the attachment was promptly dismissed. 

The case of Scarver Ellis, of Cherokee coun- 
ty, charged with working, ete., was dismissed 
on the ground tha the offense was barred by 
the statue of limitations.

EX-CONFEDERATE SOLDIERS. 


Georgia Makes No Distinction in Her Pro- 
vision for Them. 


A letter received at the executive department 
yesterday, makes inquiry as to whether or not 
the legislatuge of Georgia has ever passed & 
pension law applicable to confederate soldiers 
mustered and enlisted in Georgia, and wheter 
or not Georgia has established a soldiers’ home 
for aforesaid individuals. The inquiries are 
madein behalf of Randle McCardle, a poor 
crippled soldier, who two years ago applied for 
a pepsion from the state of Florida, but it was 
disallowed him, because he was not a Florida 
suldier. p 

A reply was sent to the effect that Georgia 
made provisions for only such resident ex- 
soldiers as lost limbs, granting them 
an appropriation every three years for 
the purchase of artificial limbs. Georgia 
makes no dictinction against the soldiers of 
other states, and in this respect some of the 
other southern states might well imitate her. 
On the list of thost who have been granted the 
allowances appear the names of five who en- 
listed in Florida, twenty-three from South 
Carolina, four from North Carolina, seven from 
Arkansas, nine from Tennessee, twelve from 
Alabama, one from Mississippi, three from 
Louisiana, two from Virginia, twe from Ken- 
tucky and three from Tcxas—a total of 71,who, 
under the laws of Florida, would not be en- 
titled to the benefits. Under the provisions of 
the Georgia act of September 20, 1579, all ex- 
confederate soldiers, resident in the state, who 
lost limbs while in the service, are made bene- 
ficiaries whether they enlisted in Georgia or 
not.

Although heis still ac- 
tive he has never been known to make a mis- 
take in his acrounts with the Lovernnint and 
he has: in the past made asimuch as 10,000 gal- 
lons of apple jack in a season. Close to the 
porch there is a spring, cool and refreshing, 
just as it comes from the heart of the moun- 
tain, The water is led to a trough through 
a two foot length of gas pipe, which answers 
all the purposes “ amore compligated system 
of water works. On a half-decayed stump, is 

a big bottle of jack, aed the weary traveler 
who chanees to drop in upon Uncle Pete is al- 
ways welcome to take “sumpin,” which means 
three fingers of lighning fresh from the still. 

For over a quarter of a century he has not 
worn a shoe and he has drank about a gallon 
of apple jack daily. His shaggy gray head has 
been protected by a straw hat which he wears 
summer and winter. “Hain’t been to Somer- 
ville guess this thirty year,’ he says, to show 
that the city has no charms for him. Yet, 
notwithstanding, he has kept himeel?f inform- 
ed on all topies of general interest and he can 
talk upon almost any subject. Thoroughly 
oviginal and logical he is looked upon 
ss a powerfully smaré man by his neigh- 
bers end his decisions in dis- 
putes have been the means of avoid- 
ing mapy,a long and expensive litigation. He 
has never worn a stocking in his life, and when 
he isabout he goes barefooted. Itis to Uncle 
Pete’s credit to say that he is a sterling demo- 
cratin prin@iple, and one of the great comforts 
of hislifeis the satisfaction of having once 
seen General Jackson. Henever fails to re- 
mind bis visitors of that fact. He loves to 
talk politics, and his eve flashes as he exclaims, 
“I haven’t voted since Abe Lincoln gave the 
viggers that right,and I never will as long as 
they do.”’ He can tell you all about the coun- 
try before the railroads ‘“‘cumrround,”’ and he 
celights to spin yarns about the time when to 
vote you had “to waggin it’ thirty or forty 
miles to get to the polis, and “think nothin’ on 
it.’

As each wagon is emptied 
ard the corn cobs that are used to check off 
the number of bushels are counted, Uncle Pete 
announces that the time to try a ‘‘leetle of the 
biled”’ bas arrived, and all within the reach of 
his yoice adjourn to the spring and say ‘How’ 
in ore accord. Each in turn picks up the 
giaes—one of the old-fashioned ones with thick 
bottoms—and fills up, Uncle Pete always goes 
along,and from a tin cup set aside for his special 
usetakesa nip. It is safe to say that he goes 
through the same performance at least fifty 
timesaday. Torefuse Uncle Pete's hospitali- 
ty means the sacrifice of his friendship, and he 
who once refuses to sample “the thing as is 
nourisbin’”’ is never asked a second time. 

For €very six bushels of apples, on paying 
the revenue tax of 90 cents a gallon, Uncle 
Pete exchanges a gallon of applejack. Now 
and then it occurs when the crop is unusually 
good that the “bank” becomes fall, and then 
Uncle Pete sets out a notice that he will take 
in no more apples until the stock on hand has 
been worked off. Uncle Pete always tries the 
flavor with each visitor, and says he has done 
£0 for sixty years at least. “It ain’t hurt me 
yet,” he adds, “an’ I guess it’s good fur most 
any one. Don’ tye recommember Bill—guess 
ye ‘don’t, fur ye warn’t born tho summer he 
was a workin’ fur me, when we hed the drowt. 
He was all sunk in with the consumption. 
Weil, I made him all right ag’in by jist lettin’ 
him teke ajl the juice he could carry, and the 
Jast time I seed bim he weighed nigh on a hnn- 
dred and sixty.” However it may be, Uncle 
Pete ascribes his good bealth to his free use of 
pure applejack, and he bids fair to live until he 
has seored a full puneany. 


THE *‘SEA DEVIL.’’ 


A New Destroyer That Will Dive Like a 
Duck Under a Ship. 
From the Washington Star. 

The patents just granted Mr. Sid H. Nealy 
by the United States and European govern- 
ments fora marine torpedo, according to the 
claims made by the patentee, will result in the 
manufacture of an engine of war almost appall- 
ing in its destructive nature. The largest 
torpedo carries a charge of over 800 pounds of 
high explosive, either dynamite or nitrogela- 
tine. This charge is contained in a cylindrical 
bedy, tapered off cigar like at the ends and 
encircled by two broad screw blades. A shaf¢, 
operated from within the body by a compressed 
air engine, is held against rotation by flat 
blades, which take the place of propeller 
blades, and by a float from whieh the body of 
the torpedo revolves. The force of the com- 
pressed air failing to affect the shaft reacts 
upon the body or shell with its screw 
blades, hurling the whole torpedo along at 
such a speed, the inventor claims, that no 
ship afloat can escape it. The moment the de- 
stroyer reaches a ship it leaves its float, dives 
and strikes the shin midway between the wa- 
terline and keel. In the same manner it goes 
beneath the torpedo guards used by ships at 
anchor. The “Sea Devil,”as the new weapon 
is called, is entirely beneath the water, and its 
movements cannot be d from an ene- 
my’sship.
